STREET BENCHES DITCHED 
IN £60K REVAMP OF TOWN 


ABINGTON STREET FURNITURE WILL BE REPLACED AND UPGRADED 


Tatty old benches in the middle 
of Northampton’s main shop¬ 
ping street are being removed 
as part of a project to improve 
the area. 

The octagonal benches, which 
have been a feature of Abing- 
ton Street since the 1990s, will 
be replaced with modern seats 
and more trees. 

The move is part of a 
£60,000 scheme which aims 
to make a big impact with 
small changes. 

The leader of Northampton 
Borough Council, Councillor 
David Mackintosh (Con, Rec¬ 
tory Farm) said: “These are 
tough times for towns across 
the country and we’ve invest¬ 
ed in these small improve¬ 
ments to give the town centre 
a lift. All this work is part of 
our overall plan to put North¬ 
ampton on the map as a great 
place to visit and to invest in.” 

Other improvements to 
Abington Street will include 
replacing a number of old 
litters bins, removing bol¬ 


lards which no-longer serve 
any purpose, replacing steel 
grilles around the bottom of 
trees with devices that do not 
trap litter, and removing un¬ 
necessary street signs. 

Five silver birch trees will 
also be planted at the top end 
Abington Street. 

Part of the funding towards 
the project has come from the 
Northampton Business Im¬ 
provement District (BID), a 
group made up of shop own¬ 
ers in the town centre. 

BID chairman Sue Roberts 
said: “We’ve been working 
hard to make sure Northamp¬ 
ton has a great, all-round offer 
for visitors and to create the 
best environment for busi¬ 
nesses to do well.

“The BID has already fund¬

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Uphill battle for police amid 
spiralling property crime

Police have admitted they face 
a fight following an alarm¬ 
ing increase in the number of 
homes and cars being broken 
into in Northamptonshire. 

Burglaries and vehicle crimes 
across the county have soared 
over the past 16 months, coin¬ 
ciding with the period when 
the focus of Northampton¬ 
shire Police instead shifted 
towards tackling violence. 

House burglaries increased 
by 10 per cent in the 12 months 
up until September, while ve¬ 
hicle break-ins increased by 11 
per cent. 

And figures obtained by the 
Chronicle & Echo this week 
show burglary has continued 
to rise since then. 

In the peak month of De¬ 



cember, last year, police re¬ 
corded 347 burglaries - more 
than 10 homes a day. 

The force saw huge falls in 
burglary, car crime and rob¬ 
bery during its high profile Op¬ 
eration Guardian. The impact 
of the operation has, however, 
diminished significantly since 
the launch of another opera¬ 
tion, to fight violent crime. 

Speaking this week, the 
Chief Constable of Northamp¬ 
tonshire Police, Adrian Lee, 
challenged officers across the 
county to “stop thinking we 
can only have one priority”. 

He said: “The message from 
the force has been very strong. 
This force has to be good at re¬ 
ducing violent crime and seri¬ 
ous inquisitive crime such as 
the burglaries and the motor 
vehicle theft. 

“We’ve got to stop thinking 
we can only have one priority. 
We’ve got to be good at doing 
both and we are becoming ex¬ 


tremely good at doing both. 

“The number of crimes of 
burglary and theft from vehi¬ 
cles is going up. It’s contrary to 
a national trend and partly to 
do with some of the operations 
we’ve done, people coming out 
of prison and we’ve just got to 
manage those offenders bet¬ 
ter.” 

Detective Chief Superin¬ 
tendent Simon Blatchly, the 
force lead on acquisitive crime, 
added: “Since the beginning 
of April we have made 1,147 
arrests relating to serious ac¬ 
quisitive crime. We have exe¬ 
cuted 124 warrants across the 
county, and we continue to 
speak with those that we sus¬ 
pect are offending. 

“We will continue with our 
tactics to keep the pressure on 
offenders and targeted events 
are taking place every month 
across the county to educate 
members of the public about 
crime prevention.”

The troubleshooter at 
turns to big problems

The man who turned around 
the London council at the 
centre of the Baby Peter case 
has been brought in to head 
Northamptonshire’s safe¬ 
guarding board as the county 
tackles a crisis within child 
protection. 

The Chron can reveal that 
Kevin Crompton, chief ex¬ 
ecutive of Haringey Council 
until last October, will be an¬ 
nounced as the independent 
chair of the Local Children’s 
Safeguarding Board North¬ 
amptonshire (LSCBN). 

The news comes ahead of 
the publication of serious fail¬ 
ings within child protection, 
which were uncovered during 
an Ofsted inspection of police, 
social services and the NHS. 
The previous chair, Janet Gal¬ 
ley, left late last year. 

Mr Crompton’s work in 
Haringey included improv¬ 
ing children’s services follow¬ 
ing the tragic death of Peter 
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Baby P’s council now 
in Northamptonshire 


Connelly, who died aged 17 
months in 2007, following 
missed signs of abuse. 

Inspectors said in 2011 that 
Haringey Council now had ‘ad¬ 
equate’ child safeguarding but 
‘good’ leadership and a ‘good’ 
capacity to improve. 

County councillor John 
McGhee (Lab, Kingswood), 
said: “I welcome this appoint¬ 
ment to the board. I believe we 
are in such trouble we need ex¬ 
pert help in leading safeguard¬ 
ing. I have no doubt that he will 
have a difficult job ahead of 
him, but we clearly need his 
experience. 

“Lack of children’s safe¬ 
guarding experience in 
leadership positions at North¬ 
amptonshire County Council- 
due to jobs losses - is one of the 
themes of the Ofsted report.” 

Mr Crompton, 56, who 
lives near Coventry, currently 
works as an independent con¬ 
sultant, but is also chairman 
of the equivalent safeguard¬ 
ing boards in the London bor¬ 
oughs of Sutton and Merton. 

Among the nine coun¬ 
cils the father-of-three has 



worked for is Solihull Metro¬ 
politan Council, from where 
the last two chiefs at County 
Hall have also come. He was 
director of children’s servic¬ 
es there until 2010. 

It is understood Mr Cromp- 
ton has accepted his new 
Northamptonshire role and 
that only the paperwork needs 
to be completed. 

Councillor Tony Clarke 
( Ind, Castle) said councillors 
ought to have been consulted 
about the appointment. 

He said: “We have never 
been consulted, therefore we 
don’t knowif the appointment 
is good, bad or indifferent. 
Nobody even knew that Janet 
Galley left last year until the 


last few weeks. 

“As councillors, we are cor¬ 
porate parents, yet how do we 
ask questions when we aren’t 
told what is going on?” 

Key report 

■ Key findings of the Ofsted 
report into failings in child 
protection in Northampton¬ 
shire are set to be revealed 
later this month. 

■ It follows the Chron’s 
exclusive report last week 
that revealed inspectors had 
been invited into the NHS, 
Northamptonshire County 
Council and Northampton¬ 
shire Police as a pilot of a 
new type of inspection. As a 
result, Ofsted said before¬ 
hand it would not publish 
the full report as there was 

a chance its findings would 
not be valid. 

■ However, the issues it 
found were so serious it sent 
inspectors back to North¬ 
amptonshire last week. 

■ That report is set to be 
published in full on the Of¬ 
sted website in due course.

Bosses at Northampton 
General Hospital are looking 
into the number of deaths of 
elderly people suffering with 
broken hips. 

The hospital stressed it does 
not yet know if there is a com¬ 
mon link between the deaths, 
but 34 people with ‘fractured 
neck of femurs’ have died 
since April 2012, compared 
with the predicted number 
of 20. 

An NGH board report said 
fractured neck of femurs were 
“subject to particular scruti¬ 
ny” and that there “continues 
to be cause for concern in rela¬ 
tion to mortality”. 

The hospital said the prob¬ 
lem had arisen within the last 
six months and that an audit of 
care was under way. This has 
so far revealed the patients 
who died were already very ill. 

Dr Sonia Swart, the hos¬ 
pital’s medical director, said: 
“This is a very elderly and frail 
group and we are not quite 
sure what the problem is. 

“We are continuing to audit 
the patients who die.”

The board papers also 
flagged up the target of oper¬ 
ating on broken hips within 48 
hours had been missed every 


month, except September. 

But Dr Swart said during 
last week’s board meeting: 
“You can’t say that doing just 
one thing differently would 
have produced a different 
outcome.” 

“We have had this, on oc¬ 
casion, over 10 years. You ad¬ 
dress it andyou thinkyou have 
solved it, but it drifts back.” 

Afterwards she added: 
“There are so many underly¬ 
ing medical conditions with 
this type of patient, so it’s not 
easy to say there is a link. We 
are not saying there is defi¬ 
nitely something wrong, we 
are saying the deaths are high¬ 
er than we expected.” 

All the deaths are being re¬ 
viewed by senior and junior 
staff in the trauma and ortho¬ 
paedics department at month¬ 
ly meetings. 

A physician specialising in 
elderly care will also look at 
the care of patients who died 
after their operation. 

An NGH spokesman said: 
“The trust has requested a de¬ 
tailed plan to ensure all issues 
are identified.”

Action promised 
over A43 potholes 


More motorists have contact¬ 
ed the Chron after damaging 
their cars while ‘running the 
gauntlet’ of potholes on the 
A43 in the county. 

Smashed wheels, damaged 
steering and airbags deploying 
are three results of cars which 
are said to have hit craters on 
the dual-carriageway between 
Towcester and Silverstone. 

Steve Allan and Dave Simp¬ 
son both contacted the Chron 
after reading about Steve 
Dean’s experience on the A43 
in last week’s edition. He near¬ 
ly lost control after hitting a 
pothole in heavy snow. 

Mr Allan, aged 38, of 
Hunsbury Hill, Northampton, 
was driving at rush hour on a 
Friday in his Mercedes Smart 
car, when he hit a pothole and 
it set offhis airbag. 

He said: “It filled the car 
with smoke. It stinks and you 
hear a loud bang. I was disori¬ 
entated and I was absolutely 
convinced I’d gone into the 
pothole and someone had 
gone into the back of me.” 

Mr Allan ended up with a 


bill for £500, and said he will 
be claiming for compensation. 

Dave Simpson, aged 51, 
of Baines Way, Grange Park, 
Northampton, damaged his 
steering in a similar incident. 
He said: “I was already aware 
of some holes in the road and 
was being cautious, but even 
so I hit what felt like a crater. 

“Immediately I noticed a 
vibration through the steer¬ 
ing wheel. I ended up with re¬ 
pair cost of £172.1 travel on the 
A43 on a daily basis and while 
temporary repairs keep being 
made, more potholes keep ap¬ 
pearing.” 

A Highways Agency spokes¬ 
man said last week: “We will 
be bringing forward further 
schemes as part of our 2013- 
14 programme to address the 
sections of the A43 most ur¬ 
gently in need of resurfacing.” 

This week, the spokesman 
added the proposals were 
still going through the agen¬ 
cy’s processes to ensure its 
schemes were value for mon¬ 
ey for the taxpayer. 

Confirmation is expected 
in the next fortnight.

Town developer 
reveals flats plan for 
former shoe factory 


One of the oldest remnants of 
Northampton’s shoe industry 
could be brought back to life 
after plans were revealed to 
restore a derelict shoe fac¬ 
tory in the town centre. 

The Henry Harday factory in 
Regent Street, Semilong, has 
been empty for years and has 
been targeted by arsonists and 
vandals in the past. 

The building is one of the 
oldest remaining shoe facto¬ 
ries in the town and historians 
had feared it could either be 
demolished or simply be left 


to collapse. 

But now, developer Mansha 
Syed has come forward with 
plans to restore the building 
and convert it into flats. 

He said: “I’m Northamp¬ 
ton born and bred so I’ve 
known many people who have 
worked in the shoe industry 
and I’ve seen the demise of it. 
I also know a lot of people who 
have bought other shoe facto¬ 
ries and restored them. 

“Obviously, this building 
can’t be turned back into a 
shoe factory because that’s not 
viable, but we want to keep the 


building and we want to be as 
sympathetic as possible with 
the restoration. 

“It’s a very attractive build¬ 
ing and we’re going to do our 
best to bring it back to life.” 

Little is known about the 
history of the building, other 
than it was used by the Henry 
Harday company from at least 
1850. If Mr Syed is given plan¬ 
ning permission by North¬ 
ampton Borough Council for 
the development, he plans to 
include a plaque commemo¬ 
rating the history of the fac¬ 
tory in the development.

Kelvin Langmead’s reputation 
as Northampton Town’s sav¬ 
iour was enhanced further 
with a late equaliser to snatch 
a point in a feisty 1-1 draw at 
Morecambe on Tuesday. 

With just two minutes re¬ 
maining the Cobblers skip¬ 
per diverted the ball into the 
unguarded net after Ishmel 
Demontagnac’s free-kick had 
struck the post. 

It was the fourth time the 
visitors had hit the woodwork 
on a night where it looked like 
their luck was out, both in 
their own game and in league 
two fixtures elsewhere. 

A win for Burton Albion - 
who are now second - made 
avoiding a 10th away defeat of 
the season more important for 
Aidy Boothroyd’s men. 

They did not look like 
achieving that feat when Jack 
Redshaw gave the home side 
the lead on the hour mark, but 
Langmead - his status among 
the supporters growing with 
every game - had other ideas. 

Redshaw was a lively force 
all night and drew a good save 
from Lee Nicholls after six 
minutes after Kevin Ellison 


had drifted inside from his 
wing to find space and pick 
a pass behind the Town de¬ 
fence. 

The goalkeeper had to be 
on his toes again 10 minutes 
later when a right-wing cross 
was deflected goalward by the 
bandaged head of Langmead, 
who had sustained a cut when 
challenging for a Ben Tozer 
throw at the other end. 

Joe Widdowson, oper¬ 
ating as a wing-back on the 
left side then won a free-kick 
that Chris Hackett bent low 
through the crowd of players 
and onto the foot of Andreas 
Arestidou’s left-hand post be¬ 
fore being cleared to safety. 

Langmead then did like¬ 
wise with an exquisite shot 
that curled towards the target 
as though it had been struck 
by a Brazilian midfielder and 
not a central defender from 
Coventry. 

Demontagnac, who had 
a lively evening, then forced 
Arestidou into a stretching 
save with a rifled effort from 
25 yards after a Hackett free- 
kick had been cleared. 

Town made it a hat-trick of 
efforts against the woodwork 
when Ben Harding curled an 
effort into the left-hand post 
and although the rebound 
fell to Demontagnac, his scuff 
overthe bar was inconsequen¬ 
tial as he was in an offside po¬ 
sition. 

Redshaw provided the 


breakthrough on 57 minutes, 
showing good feet in midfield 
before a wall pass with Lewis 
Alessandra that deflected into 
his path to sidefoot beyond Ni¬ 
cholls. 

Arestidou had looked sus¬ 
pect on a couple of deep cross¬ 
es into the box and could only 
parry at a shot taken early by 
O’Donovan as the visitors 


looked to mount a response. 

From the resulting corner’s 
second phase, Redshaw led a 
counter-attack that was foiled 
by a gutsy last-ditch challenge 
from Demontagnac inside his 
own box. 

Town spurned a great 
chance to equalise came when 
Hackett flighted a cross in that 
was cleared to O’Donovan, 


who lashed a volley into the 
stand when he had time to 
take a more measured ap¬ 
proach.
